as  Macaulay’s  has  been  by  his  biographer. 
His  achievements  in  historical  literature  were 
unsurpessed  ;  his  services  for  constitutional 
liberty  entire  him  to  the  gratitude  of  his 
countrymen  ;  his  name  was  never  tarnished 
by  a  deed  of  dishonor.  He  well  deserved 
his  final  resting-place  among  Britain’s  most 
illustrious  dead  beneath  the  arches  of  West¬ 
minster  Abbey. 

One  sad  impression^ — and  very  sad  it  is 
too— comes  over  ns  as  we  read  this  brilliant 
biography.  -The  son  of  Zachary  Macaulay 
and  the  descendant  of  a  line  of  Presbyterian 
pastors  did  not  inherit  the  evangelical  piety 
of  his  aneestors.  He  treasured  God’s  word 
in  his  memcry  ;  he  felt  a  profound  respect 
for  the  religion  of  the  Bible,  and  felt  for  a 
whole  lifetime  the  early  impress  of  such 
teachings  as  he  received  from  Hannah  More, 
and  his  godly-minded  parents.  But  the  nar¬ 
rative  of  his  Sabbaths  spent  in  novel-reading, 
and  at  elegant  dinners  devoted  to  political 
discussion,  proves  too  plainly  that  divine 
grace  in  the  heart  it  not  hereditary.  Some 
have  conjeotured  that  he  may  have*  been 
prejudiced  against  evangelical  piety  by  a 
certain  sternness  of  Puritanism  exhibited 
by  his  father.  Of  this  conjecture  no  good 
g^ronnd  is  discoverable  in  the  biography. 
Account  for  the  fact  as  we  may,  the  painful 
fact  remains  that  amid  all  of  Lord  Macau¬ 
lay’s  eloquent  writings  we  find  none  that 
breathe  the  spirit  of  a  tender  devoutness. 
Among  all  his  splendid  trophies  of  scholar¬ 
ship  and  genius,  not  one  was  laid  in  grateful 
adoration  before  the  Gross,  of  Calvary.  ‘  ‘One 
thing  ik  needful.”

"For  this 
service  it  is  but  right,  and  the  Committee  take 
great  pleasure  in  acknowledging  their  in¬ 
debtedness  to  the  religious  press.” 

"As  the  result  of  these  efforts,  together  with 
an  exteniive  correspondence,  your  Committee 
are  happy  to  report  a  greatly  revived  Interest 
in  the  objects  of  the  Society,  and  the  prospect 
of  a  general  cooperation  In  the  work  of  pre¬ 
paring  historical  sermons,  and  In  providing 
means  for  the  Library  building  and  an  Endow¬ 
ment  Fund.  Another  result  has  been  to  in¬ 
duce  an  increasing  number  of  individuals  to 
entrust  to  us  rare  and  important  manuscripts, 
books,  aad  relics;  and  still  more,  to  promise 
us  rich  treasures  of  this  character  just  as  soon 
as  we  can  assure  them  of  their  entire  safety.” 

The  report  further  states  that,  during  the 
past  year,  additions  have  been  made  to  the 
Library,  by  purchase  and  donation,  of  oyer 
seven  hundred  bound  volumes  and  two  thou¬ 
sand  pamphlets,  many  of  these  of  great  value 
to  the  Church  historian ;  besides  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  manuals  and  occasional  printed  ser- 
monff,  giving  a  history  of  indlvlual  churches, 
or  of  prominent  deceased  ministers  or  laymen. 

There  have  been  received  also  from  the 
hqirs  of  John  Hall,  Esq.,  of  Rhlladelpuia, 
forty-five  volumes  of  rare  theological  and  his¬ 
torical  books  and  pamphlets ;  from  Rev.  Dr. 
Oeorge  Howe  of  Columbia,  S.  G.,  three  vol¬ 
umes  and  twelve  sermons,  chiefly  his  own 
productions;  from  Rev.  Robert  H.  Wallace, 
of  Newburg,  N.  Y.,  two  copies  of  the  Cen¬ 
tenary  of  the  Presbyterian  church  of  Little 
Britain,  N.  Y.,  and  a  portrait  of  his  father ; 
from  Rev.  Dr.  John  McGluskey  of  Wooster, 
Ohio,  a  cane  formerly  owned  by  Rev.  William 
Tennent ;  from  Miss  Sarfih  Potts,  daughter  of 
Rev.  Oeorge  G.  Potts,  formerly  of  Philadel¬ 
phia,  a  carving-knife  made  from  the  blade  of  a 
sword  used  in  the  battle  of  the  Boyne,  and  for 
which  the  owner  had  repeatedly  refused  $1,000, 
as  also  a  colored  crayon  drawing  of  the  Potts 
family ;  from  Mrs.  Mary  H.  Qreen  of  Illinois, 
a  full  length  portrait  of  Dr.  Ashbel  Green, 
taken  at  a  late  period  in  life ;  and  ftom  his 
Excellency,  Oovemor  Hartranft,  two  volumes 
of  the  second  series  of  the  Pennsylvania  Ar¬ 
chives,  aad  a  photograph  of  the  coat-of-arms 
of  the  State.  The  Library  has  also  been  en¬ 
riched  by  a  very  large  addition  of  books  from 
the  private  library  of  the  much  loved  and 
lamented  Dr.  Ezra  H.  Qillett  of  Harlem,  N. 
Y.  This  gift  is  the  more  highly  prized  from 
the  fact  that  this  was  the  disposition  Dr.  Oil- 
iett  intended  to  make  of  a  portion  of  his  col¬ 
lection  of  books,  had  he  been  spared  to  make 
the  transfer  himself;  and  these,  his  known 
wishes,  have  been  with  great  liberality  carried 
out  by  Mrs.  GlUett.

“MAKING  PEOPLE  CRAZY.” 


Hardness  of  heart  implies  the  presence 
and  toe  reigning  power  of  all  the  master  sins 
of  our  nature,  as  unbelief,  ingratitude,  pride, 
and  obstinaoj.  It  is  the  very  core  of  de¬ 
pravity.  It  will  ruin  any  soul  in  vihich  it 
prevails.  It  is  an  bffenoe-to  God.  When  on 
earth  Ohrist  was  grieved  for  the  hardness  of 
men’s  hearts.  It  is  a  hard  bondage.  It 
leads  straight  to  death.  Hear  the  awful 
language  of  Scripture  :  “  Despisest  thou  the 
riches  of  his  goodness,  and  forbearance,  and 
long  suffering  ;  not  knowing  that  the  good- 
!  ness  of  God  leadeth  thee  to  repentance. 
But  after  thy  hard  and  impenitent  heart 
tteasnrest  ye  unto  thyself  wrath  against  the 
day-oi-wsath,  and  asvilsttsu  ai  the  righh- 
ecus  judgment  of  God,  who  wiU  render  to 
every  man  according  to  his  deeds.” — Rom. 
ii.  4^ 

When  above  it  is  said  the  goodness  of  God 
leadeth  to  repentance,  the  meaning  is  that 
that  is  its  design  and  tendency.  The  Syriac 
reads  :  “  Dost  thou  not  know  that  the  be¬ 
nevolence  of  God  should  bring  thee  to  re¬ 
pentance  ?”  No  marvel  that  such  conduct 
brings  wrath.  It  is  so  vile,  so  ignoble  not 
to  be  melted  and' won  by  kindness,  especial¬ 
ly  the  kindness  of  G^  that  a  holy  Ck>d 
must  be  provoked  by  the  stoutness  of  heart, 
which  refuses  to  relent  and  tom  from  sin, 
when  the  Lord  heaps  his  mercies  on  ns. 

Who  hath  hardened  himself  against  God, 
and  prospered  ?  Many  have  tried  it,  but 
who  ever  gained  toe  victory  ?  Read  history 
and  learn.  That  is  a  solemn  appeal  in  1 
Sam.  vi.  6  :  “Wherefore  do  ye  harden  your 
hearts,  as  the  Egyptians  and  Pharoah  hard¬ 
ened  their  hearts  ?  When  he  had  wrought 
wonderfully  among  them,  did  they  not  let 
the  people  go,  and  they  departed  ?”  True, 
the  Egyptians  again  hardened  their  hearts 
and  perished.  Be  not  like  them  in  that. 
Such  examples  give  great  point  to  the  com¬ 
mand  of  the  Apostle  :  “Exhort  one  another 
daily,  while  it  is  called  to-day  ;  lest  any  of 
you  be  hardened  through  the  deceitfulness 
of  Mn.  For  we  are  made  partakers  of  Christ, 
if  we  hold  the  beginning  of  onr  confidence 
steadfast  unto  the  end.” — Heb.  iii.  18,  14.

HOLD  THE  FORT. 

During  all  the  revival  work  of  Messrs. 
Moody  and  Sankey,  one  song,  which  has 
proved  not  only  popular,  but  the  means  of 
good,  has  been  rendered  almost  daily.  The 
j  song  referred  to  is  “  Hold  the  Fort.”  Inas¬ 
much  as  it  may  not  be  known  to  the  readers 
of  the  “Alliance  ”  wbat  was  the  occasion  of 
this  song,  we  will  explain  in  brief.  Shortly 
before  Qen.  Sherman  started  on  his  march 
to  the  sea,  be  stood  upon  the  heights  of 
Kenesaw  Mountain,  intently  watching  the 
progress  of  the  battle  across  the  paSii  at  Al¬ 
toona.  The  rebels  were  making  a  most  de¬ 
termined  attack  upon  the  works,  and  it  was 
feared  the  Dnion  forces  would  be  compelled 
to  retreat.  Just  at  this  juncture,  however, 
Sherman  signalled  across,  “  Hold  the  fort : 
I  am  coming. — W.  T.  Sherman.”  Major 
Whittle,  the  present  evangelist,  was  stand¬ 
ing  beside  Gen.  Sherman  when  the  message 
was  signalled,  and  the  panoramic  battle,  the 
terseness  of  the  order,  and  the  momentous 
results,  made  a  lasting  impression  upon  his 
mind.  Years  afterward  he  related  the  inci¬ 
dent  to  Prof.  P.  P.  Bliss  of  Chicago,  and 
the  song  “  Hold  the  Fort  ”  was  the  result. 
Now  for  the  point  of  the  story.  Saturday, 
March  15th,  Messrs.  Whittle  and  Bliss, 
after  closing  their  revival  labors  at  the 
South,  took  a  brief  trip  to  Eenesaw,  and 
standing  on  the  identical  rock  which  had 
once  held  the  commander,  and  with  the  dis¬ 
tant  oiflfhwotkg  in  view,  they  sang  “  Hold 
the  FeWT,”  as  only  Whittle  and  Bliss  can 
sing  it.  The  incident  is  simple  in  itself, 
and  it  forcibly  illustrates  the  results  which 
often  accrue  from  small  matters. 


MATTHEW  ARNOLD’S  MENTAL  POSTITRE. 

As  for  as  we  can  understand  Mr.  Arnold’s 
mental  attitude,  it  is  this  :  ’The  world  is 
divided  into  two  classes,  those  who  have 
read  (and  appreciated)  “Literature  and 
Dogma,”  and  those  who  have  not.  The 
latter  class  is,  at  present,  numerous,  but  it 
is  intrinsically  insignificant,  and  tends  in 
the  nature  of  things  constantly  to  reduce  it¬ 
self  towards  a  vanishing-point.  We  will 
therefore  iraore  it.  The  former  class,  hav¬ 
ing  read  “Literature and  Dogma,”  proceed¬ 
ed  to  read  the  Bible,  and  had  just  begun  to 
enjoy  it,  when  it  was  disturbed  by  certain 
bishops,  metaphysicians,  and  critics,  who — 
each  in  bis  sort— endeavored  to  show  that 
“Literatnre  and  Dogma  ”  was  not  entirely 
to  be  trusted.  Upon  this  the  readers  of 
“  Literatnre  and  Dogma  ”  turn  anxiously  to 
Mr.  Arnold.  “  They  want  to  know  what 
they  are  ko  think  of  these  things,”  and  of 
course  their  prophet  is  equal  to  the  occasion. 
Hence  these  “Answers”  addressed,  like 
the  Hampshire  farmer's  oration,  to  “most 
thinking  people,”  i.  «.,  admirers  of  “Liter¬ 
ature  and  Dogma.  ”  This  unparalleled  self- 
assertion  is  aggravating  to  a  high  degree  ; 
but  Mr.  Arnold’s  delicions  freshness  and 
racinesi  can  carry  off  anything,  and  with 
wbatenr  feelings  we  take  np  and  read  this 
book,  it  is  impossible  long  to  resist  its  fas¬ 
cination,  or  to  lay  it  down  again  until  abso- 
Intely  compelled  to  do  so.  But  os  to  whe¬ 
ther  this  intense  enjoyment  in  any  way 
“make*  for  righteousness,”  we  must  con¬ 
fess  to  having  grave  doubts.  We  fear  it  is 
the  carnal,  and  not  the  spiritual,  man  that 
is  refrethed.  Considered  as  sport,  what  can 
be  finer  than  to  watch  Mr.  Arnold  “bait¬ 
ing  ”  a  bishop  1  The  unhappy  ecclesiastic 
is  chained  by  bis  position  and  his  antece- 
deiite,  and  the  brilliant  litterateur,  nnre- 
strained  and  reckless,  darts  round  and  round 
his  victim,  dodges  in  and  out  to  dig  him  in 
the  ribi  or  pinch  him  black  and  blue,  skips 
behind  him  to  twitch  bis  hair,  and  is  all  the 
while  bubbling  over  with  half-repressed  yet 
wholly  irrepressible  laughter  !  And  when 
the  miserable  victim,  who  has  to  retain  bis 
dignity  (!)  under  all  tbi^  tnms  ronnd  at  last 
aud  hit*  out  wildly,  bis  assailant  suddenly 
assumes  an  aspect  of  grave  expostulation, 
and  standing  well  out  of  his  reach,  tells  him 
he  wonders  bow  he  can  be  so  frivolous. — 
Westminster  Review. 


THE  POWER  OF  ORGANIZATION. 

Not  only  master  in  recruits,  bnt  dispose 
them  with  worldly  wisdom.  Study  to  put 
the  right  man  into  the  right  place.  Some 
zeros  would  be  tens,  or  even  hundreds,  in  a 
place  adapted  to  thtir  make-np.  To  bring 
into  service  the  “  diversity  of  gifts,”  is  true 
Christ  work.  Yon  cannot  make  a  John 
out  of  Peter,  and  there’s  no  use  trying. 
Many  ■churches  with  a  numerical  force 
counted  in  the  hundreds,  could  tell  their 
effective  working  force  on  the  fingers  of  two 
bands,  if  not  one.  Naturally  the  pastor 
loses  heart;  Most  people,  in  Church  as  well 
as  State,  do  recognize  earthly  headships, 
and  hence  do  naturally  wait  to  be  desig¬ 
nated  to  some  particular  work  by  those  who 
have  the  mle  over  them.  But  these  same 
authorises,  ignoring  the  intrinsic  valne  of 
“rank  and  file,”  go  marching  along,  some¬ 
times  aa  if  the  whole  work  rested  on  their 
shoulders.  After  years  of  observation,  we 
hesitate  not  to  affirm  that  deficient  organiz¬ 
ing  tact,  more  tiian  any  other  cause,  makes 
weak,  indolent  churches.  Let  any  disheart¬ 


ened  pastor  bend  his  ener^  to  organize, 
and  he  will  be  astonished,  nine  cases  out  of 
ten,  to  find  how  much  and  how  good  ma¬ 
terial  he  can  command,  and  bow  ready  to 
be  drilled  into  active  service. 

Says  a  contemporary:  A  young  pastor, 
who  has  recently  bad  marked  snccess,  en¬ 
lists  every  inquirer  and  hopeful  convert  in 
a  Sunday-evening  Bible  class,  taught  by 
himself  before  the  evening  service.  He 
also  selects  fifteen,  and  confidentially  agrees 
with  them  each  to  seek,  converse  with,  and 
pray  for  some  other  person.  When  they 
oome  together  to  report,  they  retnm  with 
the  very  joy  of  Christ’s  seventy. 

Another  pastor  has  a  brief  and  simple 
covenant  for  all  to  sign  who  purpose  to  lead 
a  Christian  life.  It  is  a  “Try  Society.” 
Nothing  is  said  of  specific  sins,  little  of  spe¬ 
cific  duties.  Bighteonsness,  Fellowship, 
Work,  are  the  watchwords. 

SABBA’-DAY  HOUSES  IN  1776. 

An  important  and  interesting  adjunct  of 
the  meeting-honse,  in  some  parts  of  the 
country,  was  the  “  Sabba’-day  Honse.” 
Comfort  being  carefully  shut  out  of  tbe 
meeting-bonse  itself,  was  only  thns  mdely 
provided  for  in  such  subordinate  structures, 
^e  Sabba’-day  Honse  was  a  family  affair, 
generally  comprising  Imt  a  single  apart¬ 
ment,  perhaps  fifteen  feet  square,  with  win¬ 
dows  and  a  fireplace.  It  was  very  plainly 
and  sparsely  fnrnisbed.  Chairs  for  the  old 
people  and  Wnches  lor  the  children  stood 
around  the  walls,  and  a  table  in  the  centre 
might  hold  the  Bible  and  a  few  religious 
books  and  pampbloto ;  while  at  one  side 
shelves  contained  dishes  for  cooking  And 
eating.  Sometimes  the  Sabba’-day  House 
was  mounted  above  a  shed,  within  which 
the  horses  could  be  sheltered.  A  grou]p  of 
such  cabins  standing  about  the  meeting- 
bonse,  added  not  a  little  to  the  piotnresqne- 
ness  of  the  spot,  and  their  use  conduced 
greatly  to  the  eonvenience  and  comfort  of 
Sabbath  worsbip,..especially  in  Winter.  The 
family  able  to  keep  a  Sabba’-day  House 
drove  directly  thither  on  Sabbath  morning, 
warmed  themselves  up  by  a  hot  fire  with¬ 
out,  and  quite  likely  by  a  hot  drink  within ; 
and  here  spent  the  intermission,  with  fur¬ 
ther  wholesome  regard  for  the  wants  of  the 
inner  man.  The  better  class  of  these  Sab¬ 
ba’-day  Honses  were  whitewashed,  some  of 
them  were  doable,  and  to  tbe  truth  of  his¬ 
tory  it  most  be  said,  that  between  Sabbaths 
they  occasionally  furnished  the  wild  young 
men  of  the  parish  with  secure  haunts  for  un¬ 
seemly  carousals.” — Edward  Abbott’s  “Rev¬ 
olutionary  Times.”

THE  CEHTEHNIAL  AEHERiL  ASSEMBLY. 

One  week  hence,  on  Thnrsday,  May  18, 
1876,  dur  General  Assembly  is  to  convene  in 
the  city  of  Brooklyn.  There  is  a  patriotic 
pleasure  in  writing  out  the  date  in  full,  for 
to  all  American  ears  ibere  is  music  in  the 
syllables  sbtbkTt-six.  In  no  vain-glorious 
or  merely '  secular  sense,  but  with  devout 
thanksgiving  to  the  God  of  onr  fathers,  tbe 
Commissioners — half  a  thousand  of  them — 
will  oome  from  all  parts  of  our  land  to  this 
Centennial  Assembly.  Verily  all  tbe  Church 
should  be  in  earnest  prayer,  this  week,  that 
their  assembling,  and  their  behavior,  and 
their  deliberations,  and  their  action,  all  may 
be  such  as  will  lionor  the  Lord,  and  bless 
this  land. 

The  Assembly  may  well  join  with  all  god¬ 
ly  people,  throughout  the  whole  world,  in 
commending  the  recent  deliberate  and  em¬ 
phatic  aoiion  of  the  Commissioners  having 
control  of  the  Centennial  Exposition,  adher¬ 
ing  to  their  previous  decision,  that  the  great 
American  Centennial  shall  not  be  tbe  occa¬ 
sion  of  diahonoring  and  degrading  the 
American  Sabbath,  and  thereby  insulting  the 
holy  God,  to  whom  onr  fathers  appealed  for 
the  rectitude  of  their  intentions,  and  to 
whom  they  entrusted  their  righteous  cause, 
in,  1776.  May  not  the  Assembly  properly 
offer  public  thanks  to  God,  for  guiding  the 
honorable  Commissioners  to  so  righteous  a 
decision,  and  moving  numbers  of  them  to 
so  manly  and  oonrageous  ntteranoe  of  essen¬ 
tial  truth,  in  support  of  it  ? 

Whether  any  respectful  and  helping  word 
from  the  Assembly  can  be  properly  and  nse- 
foUy  spoken  to  the  Commissioners,  in  favor 
of  other  safe-guards  to  morality,  against 
drankenneas,  gambling,  and  debanchery, 
may  properly  be  ooasidered.  If,  as  is  said, 
the  Commissioners  have  already  opened  the 
gates  to  the  demoralizing  forces  of  whiskey, 
their  right  action  upon  tbe  Sabbath  encour¬ 
ages  the  thought  that  this  action  in  favor  of 
dmnkenneM.was  by  an  ioadvertence,  perad- 
ventnre  only  by  some  subordinate  authority, 
which  the  Commissions  can  yet  over-mle’ 
On  the  “  sober  second  thought,”  we  may 
wen  asaume  that  they  will  be  glad  to  do  all 
which  remains  in  thuir  power,  to  snppross 
or  restrain  such  a  terrible  agency  of  demor¬ 
alization.  Our  Assembly  will  of  course  do 
nothing  as  if  this  came  within  the  scope  of 
its  ooclesiaatioal  prero^tives,  but  it  should 
not  fail  to  (ettifyol  the  sentiment  of  its  more 
than  half-million  communicants,  and  mil¬ 
lions  of  adherents,  in  harmony  with  that  of 
all  denominations  of  Christians,  in  favor  of 
‘  a  National  harmony  of  Christian  morality, 
and  of  Him  whom  one  of  onr  Church’s  most 
vensble  miuists  has  called  “Jehovah 
Stator  of  our  Republic.” 

Previous  Assemblies,  rightly  representing 
the  Chuzch,  have  made  provision  for  gather¬ 
ing  and  preserving  the  rich  materials  of  our 
Presbyterian  history,  and  doubtless  this  As¬ 
sembly  will  not  neglect  to  do  whatever  yet 
remains,  to  perfect- and  secnre  this  work. 
Should  not  this  Assembly  also  act,  through 
all  its  sessions,  in  prayerfnl  recollection  that 
it  is,  in  some  high  and  good  sense,  to  sound 
the  key-note  for  another  centnry  ?  This 
thought  may  well  have  both  a  stimulating 
and  a  sobering  influence.  'There  should  be 
no  exlMvagance  of  prophecy,  no  intemper¬ 
ate  assnranoes,  no  rash  promises.  There 
surely  should  be  a  reverent,  prayerful,  cour¬ 
ageous  facing  toward  the  future,  in  solemn 
and  thankful,  and  obedient  recognition  of 
our  great  responsibility,  onr  great  oppor¬ 
tunity.  Whose  shall  this  land  be  ?  What 
shall  it  be,  at  its  second  centennial  ?  Is  it 
not  better  to  fix  our  eyes  on  a  nearer  point, 
and  ask,  “  Whose  and  what  shall  onr  coun¬ 
try  be  in  tbe  middU  of  its  second  century  ? 

Many  grave  questions  must  be  settled, 
many  serious  conflicts  between  good  and 
evil  must  be  decided,  before  t^t  time, 
Some  meml^rs  of  this  Centennial  Assembly 
may  be  living  then,  many  who  rei^  this  ar¬ 
ticle  wfll  be.  Is  it  extravagant  to  hope  that 
they  will  see  this  country  as  effectually  de 
livered  from  the  power  of  whiskey  as  we  now 
see  it  from  the  power  of  slavery  ;  that  they 
will  see  onr  Govemment  leagued  with  -the 


endeavor,  in  which  a  half-century’s  peni¬ 
tence  wonld  emancipate  us  from  the  rule  of 
“  rings  ”  ?  Will  not  such  a  half-century  so 
elevate  public  sentiment,  and  enlighten  and 
purify  the  elective  franchise,  that  then  onr 
“officers  shall  be  peace,  and  onr  exactors 
righteousness,”  because  the  people  will  be 
wise  enough  to  choose  men  to  rule  over 
them,  who  will  be  “  just,  ruling  in  the  fear 
of  the  Lord  ”  ? 

Looking  abroad,  and  remembering  how 
God  has  prospered  the  preliminary  work  of 
missiona,  in  which  we  have  been  helping  but 
little  more  than  a  half  centnry  ;  considering 
how  bis  marvellous  Providence'  has  set  all 
nations  within  the  reach  of  tbosh  that  pos¬ 
sess  his  Gospel,  and  how  ready  most  of  them 
seem  .for  evangelization  ;  oonsidering,  too, 
what  vivifying  spiritual  forces  are  just  be¬ 
ginning  to  manifest  their  power — is  it  ex¬ 
travagant  to  hope  that  in  the  middle  of  the 
coming  centnry  the  Gospel  will  be  preached 
to  every  creature  ?  So  far  as  human  agency 
and  resources  concerned  are  subject  to  arith¬ 
metical  computation,  on  the  same  principles 
which  govern  estimates  of  life  insurance  and 
of  great  secnlar  enterprises  of  every  kind,  it 
is  easily  demonstrable  that ''these  are  ample 
for  the  doing  of  that  work  in  half  that  time. 
Does  it  belong  to  Christian  faith  to  donbt 
that  the  divine  agency  is  ready  to  be  bestow¬ 
ed  in  all  fulnew  of  efficiency  ? 

What  bugle-call  ought  this  Centennial 
Assembly  to  sound  to  the  forces  of  evangel¬ 
ism,  which  its  oonstitnency  embraces,  sum¬ 
moning  them  to  no  second  place  in  the  great 
world  movement  ? 

Ought  we,  at  this  solemn  and  hopeful 
epoch,  to  pray  or  plan  for  anything  less  glo¬ 
rious  than  that,  half  a  century  hence,  there 
will  be  no  pox>s  blasphemously  usurping  di¬ 
vine  prerogatives — no  Moslem  power  domi¬ 
nating  and  blighting  the  fair  realms  on 
which  the  “  Sublime  Porte  ”  is  now  totter¬ 
ing  to  its  fall — no  nightmare  of  Bnddliism 
benumbing  Asiatic  populations  into  hope¬ 
lessness — no  heathenism  of  any  phase  or 
sort  debasing  human  nature  ?  Is  it  extrava¬ 
gant  to  hope  that  then  the  papal  church  and 
the  Greek  and  Armenian  will  all  have  be¬ 
come  evangelical ;  that  the  descendants  of 
those  who  now  blindly  revere  Mahomet  will 
then  reverently  chant  “  There  is  no  God 
but  God  ;  and  no  mediator  but  Jesus”  ;  and 
that,  the  fulness  of  the  Gentiles  having  oome 
in,  the  veil  will  be  taken  from  the  sorrowfnl 
face  of  Israel,  and  all  Abraham’s  children 
according  to  the  flesh  will  trust  Him,  whose 
day  Abraham  rejoiced  to  see,  and  of  whom 
Moses  and  the  prophets  did  write  ?  We 
wonld  not  forget  our  own  caution  against 
extravagant  expectations — ^bnt  sure  we  are 
that  the  Church  is  in  far  more  danger  of 
failing  to  lift  up  her  eyes  to  the  prophWc 
glories  which  gleam  on  ber  future,  than  of 
being  made  too  enthusiastic  in  her  expectant 
view  of  them.  Equally  sure  are  we  that  the 
representative  body  of  our  branch  of  the 
Chnrch  Catholic  ought  to  set  before  its  con¬ 
stituency  no  low  estimates,  and  no  tame  an¬ 
ticipations.  “It  is  not  for  ns  to  know 
times  and  seasons  which  the  Father  hath 
pat  in  his  own  power,”  bat  let  ns  beware  lest 
by  stolid  inattention  to  vivid  “  signs  of  the 
times,”  we  incur  the  Master’s  rebuke,  as 
‘hypocrites,”  or  as  “fools  and  slow  of 
heart.” 

The  year  of  which  tbe  labors  and  fruits 
are  now  to  be  reported,  has  been  a  year  of 
revival.  Widely  and  happily  the  Church 
has  experienced  a  spiritual  quickening,  only 
one  effect  of  which  'will  appear  in  an  nnnsu- 
ally  large  accession  to  her  number  of  com¬ 
municants.  There  is  reason  to  hope  that 
many  who  were  already  Chtistians  have  had 
their  faith  strengthened,  their  prayerful 
earnestness  increased,  their  knowledge  of 
divine  troth  mnch  enlarged  ;  and  have  be¬ 
come  greatly  more  intelligent  and  skilful 
in  Christian  work.  What  better  gift  could 
God  have  given  us,  to  carry  with  us  into  the 
new  historic  period  which  is  so  hopefnlly 
opening  ? 

The  particular  qaestions  of  polity  and  ad¬ 
ministration  which  will  demand  ednaidera- 
tion  in  this  Assembly  are  interesting  and 
important.  We  have  a  cheerfnl  hope  that, 
coming  from  revival  scenes  and  praying  con¬ 
gregations,  convened  in  an  edifice  fragrant 
with  prayer  and  revival  experience,  the  As¬ 
sembly  will  take  np  these  qaestions  in  such 
spirit,  and  with  snob  present  divine  aid,  that 
the  solution  of  them  will  be  easy. 

The  overture  on  representation  has  not 
been  adopted  by  a  majority  of  the  Presby¬ 
teries.  Whether  another  overture  on  that 
subject  will  be  framed  in  this  Assembly,  or 
committee  appointed  to  frame  one  for 
the  Assembly  of  1877,  or  the  whole  subject 
be  left  for  further  thought  and  experience, 
the  Assembly  itself  must  decide.  We  advo¬ 
cated  'the  overture  which  has  failed.  We 
are  not  yet  convinced  that  its  adoption  wonld 
have  violated  any  principle  or  worked  any 
injnstioe ;  but  we  cheerfully  bow  to  the 
Church’s  own  decision,  and  shall  hold  onr 
columns  open  (so  far  as  ether  topics  may 
permit)  for  the  disenssion  of  any  other  plan 
which  may  be  embodied  in  an  overtnre.  If 
none  should  be  presented,  we  will  hope  that 
the  large  Assembly  may  never  lack  hospita¬ 
ble  CBtertainment,  nor  happy  and  prosperous 
sessions. 

An  important  report  is  to  be  presented  on 
Home  Missions  and  Sustentation.  Of  its 
tenor  we  are  not  autborixed  to  speak,  bnt 
are  sure  that  the  Committee  have  given 
mnch  thought  to  the  subject  and  that  their 
aim  is  to  make  only  such  suggestions  as  will

The  attendance  of  ladies,  owing  to  the  pour-  { 
ing  showers  of  the  late  afternoon,  was  less 
than  usual ;  but  the  principal  exercises  were 
of  an  unusually  interesting  character.  Dr. 
Hatfield’s  Historical  Address  was  listened  to 
for  a  full  hour  with  great  interest,  and  was  so 
replete  with  information  that  no  abstract  of  it 
would  do  it  justice.  The  Seminary  is  fortu¬ 
nate  in  its  historian.  Dealing  very  briefly 
with  individuals,  only  giving  tbe  names  of 
the  living  who  have  proved  its  most  faithful 
and  generous  servants  and  friends,  the  ad¬ 
dress  recites  very  fully  the  early  influences 
and  controversies  which  made  the  inaugur¬ 
ation  of  a  new  theological  school  here  in 
New  York  a  seeming  necessity.  Trials  came 
ere  the  project  was  fully  under  way.  The 
sweeping  fire  of  December,  1835,  crippled  ev¬ 
eryth  ing  and  everybody.  These  disasters  were 
slowly  surmount^.  At  the  start  the  several 
chairs  were  filled  by  city  pastors,  jaud  the 
students  went  about  the  city  to  their  resi¬ 
dences  at  the  hour  of  recitation.  Later  on. 
the  small  salaries  of  the  self-sacrificing  profes¬ 
sors  were  long  unpaid.  The  narrative  abound¬ 
ed  in  interesting  side-glances  at  the  condition 
and  growth  of  the  city,  and  detailed  the  very 
fortunate  purchase  of  the  rare  nucleus  of  the 
present  library  of  thirty-three  thousand  vol¬ 
umes  in  Europe.  The  work  of  erecting  the 
building  in  University  place,  was  began  in 
March,  1837,  but  without  the  possession  of 
adequate  resources.  Loans  were  therefore  re¬ 
sorted  to,  and  with  the  aid  thus  received  the 
work  was  finally  completed.  Referring  to  the 
more  recent  days  of  enlarged  endowments  and 
income,  the  address  closed  with  hearty  con¬ 
gratulations  to  the  friends  of  the  Seminary 
who  were  now  witnesses  of  its  attainment  to  a 
position  second  to  no  other  theological  school 
of  the  land.  Devout  thanks  were  rendered  to 
God  for  this  large  measure  of  prosperity.

The  last  Sunday-school  Times  has  an  ap¬ 
preciative  notice  of  the  late  Henry  P.  Haven 
of  New  London,  Ct.,  who  died  on  Sunday 
morning,  April  SOth.  Mr.  Haven  organiz¬ 
ed,  and  for  forty  years  conducted  a  Sunday- 
school  in  a  neglected ‘neighborhood,  about 
five  miles  from  his  residence,  besides  con¬ 
ducting  a  model  one  in  the  city.  Mr.  Haven 
was  a  member  of  the  International  Lesson 
Committee — the  first  unember  taken  from 
that  committee  by  dehth.  His  death  was 
most  sudden.  He  conducted  his  teachers* 
meeting  just  as  usual  on  Saturday  evening, 
and  was  up  on  Sunday  morning  ready  for 
his  day’s  duties.  But  before  the  hour  of 
his  morning  Snnday- school  he  fell  asleep. 
Mr.  Haven’s  sudden  death  led  to  an  examin¬ 
ation,  and  the  remarkable  fact  was  develop¬ 
ed  that  there  was  nothing  the  matter  with 
him.  There  was  no  heart  trouble — nothing 
to  have  caused  death,  and  he  was  in  a  sound 
and  apparently  healthy  condition.  He  died 
because  he  had  used  up  his  nervous  energy. 

The  anniversary  of  the  Hampton  Normal 
School  at  Hampton,  Ya. ,  will  occur  on  Thurs¬ 
day,  May  18th..

Excursionists  reach  Fortress  Mon¬ 
roe  on  'Wednesday  afternoon,  where  they 
find  the  best  of  hotel  accommodations,  and 
have  an  opportnnity  to  visit  tbe  fort  and  the 
interesting  scenes  of  the  vicinity,  and  can 
return  by  the  Chesapeake  bay  steamer  to 
Baltimore,  with  the  privilege  of  stopping 
over  at  the  Centennial.  As  our  readers  are 
mostly  aware,  this  institution  is  under  the 
chief  charge  of  Gen.  S.  C.  Armstrong. 


The  death  of  Rev.  William  B.  Sprague, 
D.D.,  BO  long  of  Albany,  and  extensively 
known  and  honored  throtighont  the  whole 
country,  occurred  on  Sunday  last  in  Flush¬ 
ing,  L.  L  This  pleasant  village  has  been 
his  home  since  he  retired  from  the  respon¬ 
sibilities  of  active  life.  Dr.  Spragne  had 
reached  the  ripe  age  of  eighty-one  years, 
having  been  bom  in  1796  at  Andover,  Conn. 
He  was  graduated  from  Yale  College  in  1816, 
and  was  ordained  pastor  of  tbe  Congrega¬ 
tional  church  at  West  Springfield,  Mass.,  in 
1819,  where  the  editor  of  this  paper  sncceed- 
ed  him.  From  1829  to  1869  he  was  pastor 
of  the  Second  Presbyterian  chnrch  of  Al¬ 
bany,  now  ministered  to  by  Dr.  Upson.  An 
enthusiastic  student  of  onr  early  religions 
history.  Dr.  Sprague  has  left  a  grand  litera¬ 
ry  monument  in  his  biographies  of  the  lead¬ 
ing  ministers  of  the  several  principal  de¬ 
nominations.  An  incidental  work  which  he 
pursued  for  many  years,  and  especially  dur¬ 
ing  the  peaceful  evening  of  bis  days,  was 
the  collection  of  autographs.  These  must 
now  be  very  valuable.  For  n^y  years  he 
was  greatly  sought  after,  to  give  special  ser¬ 
mons  and  addresses,  and  his  influence  as  a 
pastor  and  minister  in  his  own  city  was  pre¬ 
eminent.  Not  a  few  will  recall  his  grand 
presence,  his  earnest  and  gracefnl  address, 
now  that  he  has  ceased  from  among  the  liv¬ 
ing.  _ 

We  are  saddened,  in  common  with  many 
others,  at  the  reception  of  a  note  from  Rev. 
Dr.  Niles  of  Horaellsvllle,  informing  os  ot  -the 
death  of  his  beloved  brother-in-law,  Henry  8. 
West,  M.D.,  for  the  past  seventeen  years  a 
Missionary  Physician  of  the  American  Board 
in  Turkey.  By  reason  of  hls  excellent  social 
qualities  and  the  advantages  given  him  by  hla 
professional  abilities,  Dr.  West  had  long  ex¬ 
erted  a  very  wide  and  potent  Chriatiaa  Influ¬ 
ence.  He  brought  everything  Into  aubjection 
to  the  servloe  of  the  Master,  and  hls  fail  will 
make  a  sad  breach  in  tbe  ranks  of  those  who 
are  counted  upon  to  do  valiant  servloe  in  the 
missionary  field  for  years  to  oome.  He  died 
at  Blvas,  oo  the  first  of  April,  of  typhus  fever, 
aged  forty-nine  years.  Hls  family  will  return 
to  this  country  at  an  early  day.

A  Kind’s  Bnlogy. 

The  king  of  Greece  has  sent  to  the  Greek 
consal  at  Boston  the  following  letter,  occa¬ 
sioned  by  the  death  of  Dr.  Howe,  and  the 
latter  has  conveyed  it  to  Mrs.  Julia  Ward 
Howe  : 

“  'The  death  of  Dr.  Howe,  one  of  the  most 
ardent  and  distinguished  Philhellenes,  whose 
has  been  identified  with  the  regenera¬ 
tion  of  Greece,  caused  not  only  to  me,  but 
to  all  the  members  of  the  Greek  Govern¬ 
ment,  the  most  profound  sorrow  arfd  emo¬ 
tion.  The  same  sentiment  has  been  shared 
and  manifested  on  this  occasion  by  the  press 
and  people  of  Greece,  who  have  thus  borne 
a  worthy  testimony  to  the  gratitude  and  ap¬ 
preciation  which  the  country  undoubtedly 
owes  to  the  departed  Philhellene,  old  in 
years,  but  always  young  in  fervor  and  en¬ 
thusiasm.  Dr.  Howe  came  to  our  country 
in  his  youth,  daring  the  great  struggle  of 
1821.  Having  then  taken  part  in  the  con- 
fiict  which  gave  freedom  to  our  nation,  he 
fijd  not  hesitate  in  his  advanced  age  to  re¬ 
visit  the  soil  of  Greece  during  the  Cretan 
struggle  of  1866,  returning,  after  an  inter¬ 
val  of  forty  years,  to  bring  relief  and  com¬ 
fort  to  the  hungry  and  naked  women  and 
children  of  the  heroic  island.  For  these 
reasons,  entirely  approving  the  graceful 
manner  in  which,  at  the  funeral  of  the  dis¬ 
tinguished  Philhellene,  you,  as  the  official 
representative  of  Greece,  gave  expression  to 
the  national  feeling  for  his  death,  we  beg 
you^  to  communicate  more  distinctly  to  his 
family  the  profound  sorrow  of  the  Greek 
Government  for  the  loss  of  so  eminent  a 
man,  making  known  to  them  also  the  sym¬ 
pathy  evinced  by  the  people  of  Greece  in 
the  bereavement  sustained  by  them.”

Keports  of  the  wheat  crop  indicate  that  in 
Minnesota  there  is  a  prospect  of  a  large 

Jrield.  In  Iowa  there  is  a  fair  start,  and  is 
ikely  to  be  a  large  sowing  because  a  great 
deal  of  wheat  is  on  hand  unsold.  In  Wis¬ 
consin  they  are  backward  a  week.  In  Illi¬ 
nois,  where  the  wheat  crop  will  be  lighter, 
other  grains  will  be  sowh  instead.  There 
is  a  larger  acreage  of  oats  now  from  ^ear  to 
year,  based  somewhat  on  the  growing  de¬ 
mand  for  oatmeal.  People  are  rapidly  in¬ 
creasing  their  demand  for  this  food,  and  in 
Bochford,  HI.,  there  is  one  mill  that  made 
100,000  bushels  into  oatmeal  last  year. 
More  or  less  of  it  becomes  “  Canadian  oat¬ 
meal,”  ‘’Irish  oatmeal,”  and  so  on  before 
it  is  consumed,  but  the  result  is  the  same. 
It  is  eventually  eaten,  and  is  a  capital  diet, 
being  as  cheap  as  it  is  healthy. 


sugar  ;  and  five  gallons  of  pure  alcohol  were 
extracted  from  sixty -five  pounds  of  the  same 
kind  of  moss.  At  Stockholm  the  price  of 
moss  has  risen  to  about  a  half-penny  a  pound, 
and  lack  of  capital  and  machinery  ^one  re¬ 
tards  the  practical  results  of  this  discovery. 
Impure  Water. 

In  the  recent  report  of  the  State  Geplo- 
gist  of  Hew  Jersey  some  facts  are  mention¬ 
ed  which  show  the  danger  of  using  water 
from  wells  exposed  to  contaminating  influ¬ 
ences.  The  water  from  nine  wells  in  Prince¬ 
ton  was  analyzed,  and  it  was  ascertained  that 
five  of  them  contained  free  ammonia,  al¬ 
buminous  matter,  and  chlorides  in  excess  ; 
and  in  tracing  the  effects  of  these  waters 
it  was  found  that  in  almost  all  cases  diar¬ 
rhoea  and  typhoidal  fevers  accompamed 
the  use.  It  is  scarcely  possible  that  the 
water  of  any  well  can  be  pure  when  it  is  sur-

“As  the  twig  is  bent  the  tree  inclines. 

The  failure  of  many  men  and  women  is  con¬ 
nected  directly  with  the  habits  and  influ¬ 
ences  of  early  life. 

Portions  of  many  farms  in  Kentucky,  we 
noticed,  were  thsown  ont  as  entirely  exhaust¬ 
ed  and  worthless,  and  much  that  is  still  re¬ 
tained  seems  to  produce  but  little,  if  any¬ 
thing.  Is  this  a  necessity  or  a  mism^age- 
ment  ?  We  are  inclined  to  think  it  is  the 
latter.  These  wasted  fields  are  very  much 
as  the  money  invested  which  no  longer  re¬ 
turns  any  interest.  The  taxes  are  still  on 
them,  but  no  advantage  is  derived.  If  made 
proflnctive,  as  they  might  be,  they  would  en¬ 
rich  both  their  owners  and  the  State.  We 
could  but  notice  the  marked  contract  as  we 
passed  up  through  Indiana  to  Princeton. 
The  land,  in  its  native  state,  is  no  better,  if 
MO  good,  but  we  did  not  see  an  acre  of  clear¬ 
ed  land  that  was  lying  waste  on  that  side  of 
the  river.  All  is  made  productive,  and  some 
that  is  so  encumbered  with  timber  as  to  pre¬ 
vent  cultivation,  is  turned  to  good  account. 
The  farms  are  clean,  cheerful,  and  prosper- 
ous-lookiug,  evidently  the  pride  of  their  own¬ 
ers.  A  well  arranged  and  well  kept  orchard 
adorns  almost  every  farm.  We  do  not  re¬ 
member  seeing  a  well-kept  orchard  in  the 
State  of  Kentucky.  We  understand  Ken¬ 
tucky  has  been  largely  given  to  tobacco 
raising.  This  product  gives  no  equivalent 
or  return  of  good  to  the  consumer,  and  we 
doubt  whether  any  State  can  thrive  perma¬ 
nently  by  producing  anything  that  does  not 
bestow  real  good  upon  the  consumer.  We 
may  be  miHaken,  but  oiur  conviction  is  that 
t&e  profit  oF  Shcr  tobswew  'crop  is  largely  with 
middle  men  or  speculators,  and  not  the  pro.« 
dneer,  and  certainly  not  with  the  consumers.

Of  course  the  rattlesnake’s  idea  of 
self-defence  is  rather  broad.  Thus,  if  a  per¬ 
son  step  upon  it  by  the  purest  accident,  the 
snake  will  make  no  allowance,  but  strikes 
the  intruder  on  the  spot.  To  strike,  how¬ 
ever,  it  must  be  in  a  close  coil,  and  with  its 
head  erect.  It  is  capable  of  springing  only 
a  little  more  than  half  its  length,  unless  it 
be  lying  on  an  inclined  plane  ;  then,  by 
supporting  itself  eutii'ely  on  its  tail,  it  can 
spring  much  farther.  Hogs  attack  the  rat¬ 
tlesnake  with  impunity,  the  effect  of  the 
poison  being  probably  neutralized  by  a  thick 
myer  of  adipose  tissue.  Dr.  Bailey  is  able 
to  contradict,  from  his  own  experience,  the 
statement  that  serpents  do  not  move  abont 
at  night ;  he  has  often,  when  riding  by 
moonlight,  seen  them  gliding  through  the

grass.  The  author  says  that  when  a  venom 
of  a  serpent  has  entered  the  circulation,  all 
remedies  are  unavailing.  He  has  seen  a 
freshly-killed  chicken  split  open  and  ap¬ 
plied  to  the  wound,  with  good  results.  In 
such  cases  the  flesh  of  the  chicken  turns 
green  and  putrid  where  it  comes  in  coutact 
with  the  viiTis.  The  most  certain  remedy, 
however,  is  whiskey  or  brandy  used  in  large 
quantities — say  a  -quart — immediately.  In¬ 
toxication  is  not  exhibited  until  the  poison 
has  been  counteracted.  Sweet  oil,  taken  in 
doses  of  several  ounces,  is  also  effectual. 
Sportsmen  camping  in  Texas  are  accustom¬ 
ed  after  pitching  their  tent  to  stretch  around 
it  a  hair  lariat.  The  short  hairs  irritate  the 
snake’s  belly  as  he  attempts  to  cross  the 
lariat,  and  he  retreats.

TBKATMENT  of  a  BALKT  H0B8E. 

The  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty 
to  Animals  puts  forth  the  following  rules  for 
the  treatment  of  balky  horses  : 

1.  Pat  the  horse  upon  the  ndek ;  examine 
the  harness  carefully,  first  on  one  side,  then 
on  the  other,  speaking  encouragingly  while 
doing  so  ;  then  jump  into  the  wagon  and  give 
the  word  go  ;  generally  he  will  obey. 

2.  A  teamster  in  Maine  says  he  can  start 
the  worst  balky  horse  by  taking  him  out  of 
the  shafts  and  making  him  go  round  in  a 
circle  till  he  is  giddy.  If  the  first  dance  of 
fbia  sort  does  not  care  him,  a  second  wilL 

8.  To  cure  a  balky  horse,  simply  place 
your  hand  over  the  horse’s  nose,  and  shat 
off  his  wind  until  he  wants  to  go. 

4.  The  brain  of  a  horse  seems  to  entertain 
bat  one  idea  at  a  time  ;  therefore,  whipping 
only  confirms  his  stubborn  resolve.  If  you 

lyy  auy  means  give  him  a  new  subject 
to  think  of,  you  will  generally  have  no  trou¬ 
ble  in  starting  him.  A  simple  remedy  is  to 
take  a  couple  of  toms  of  stout  twine  around 
the  fordeg,  just  below  the  knee,  tight  enough 
for  the  horse  to  feel,  and  tie  in  a  bow-knot. 
At  the  first  check  he  will  probably  go  danc¬ 
ing  off,  and  after  going  a  short  distence, 
you  can  get  out  aifd  remove  tfie  string  to 
prevent  injury  to  the  tendon,  in  your  fur¬ 
ther  drive. 

5.  Take  the  tail  of  the  horse  between  tbe 
hind  legs  and  tie  it  by  a  cord  to  the  saddle- 
girth. 

6.  Tie  a  string  around  the  horse’s  ear, 
close  to  his  head. 


SCIENTIFIC  AND  USEFUL. 


The  Smith  lilaeage. 

Col.  Nicholas  Smith,  the  husband  of  Ida 
Greeley,  has  a  clever  article  in  The  Gkilaxy  on 
the  inranvenience  of  being  named  “Smith,” 
in  which  he  consoles  himself  and  his  va^ 
family  by  deriving  the  name  from  Shem, 
through  the  following  monian  clianges — 
Shem,  Shemit,  Shmit,  Smith.  A  more  ex¬ 
alted  pedigree,  however,  is  at  his  disposal, 
for  the  Smith  family  of  Greece  claim  descent 
from  Apollo,  one  of  whose  surnames  was 
Sminlheua.  Becent  researches,  moreover, 
connect  the  name  with  one  of  the  early 
forms  of  human  faith — the  “  Sun-myth  ” — 
which  is  simply  the  letter  S  (for  sun)  with 
“myth  ”  added. 

ABceatom  of  the  Esqalmamz. 

Charles  F.  DeBance,  in  one  of  his  papers 
on  ‘.‘Arctic  Geology,”  points  out  some  of 
the  many  striking  resemDlances  between  the 
modem  Ksquimaux  and  the  paleolithic  man 
of  Southern  France.  Those  two  peoples, 
separated  so  widely  in  time  and  space,  were 
alike  in  their  artistic  feelings  and  methods  of 
incising  on  tusks,  antlers,  and  bones,  repre¬ 
sentations  of  familiar  objects ;  alike  also  in 
their  habit  of  splitting  Itones  for  marrow, 
and  accnmulating  them  around  their  dwell¬ 
ings  ;  in  their  disregard  for  the  sepulchre 
of  their  dead  ;  in  their  preparation  of  skins 
for  clothing,  and  in  the  pattern  of  the  nee¬ 
dles  used  in  sewing  them  together ;  alike 
aim  in  their  feeding  on  musk-sheep  and  the 
reindeer,  and  in  countless  other  characteris¬ 
tics.  It  is  well  nigh  impossible  to  resist 
Prof.  Dawkin’s  conclusion  that  the  Esqui¬ 
maux  is  the  descendant  of  the  paleolithic 
man,  who  retreated  northward  with  the  arc¬ 
tic  fanna  with  which  he  lived  in  Europe. 
TMe  State  Seals. 

.\  collection  of  the  coats-of-arms  of  all  the 
States  of  the  Union  has  been  made  by  the 
chief  of  the  Historical  Department  of  the 
Centennial.  Application  was  made  to  the 
Governors  and  Legislatures  of  the  different 
States  for  official  copies,  many  of  which 
have  been  famished.  The  singular  fact  has 
l»een  developed,  however,  that  no  State  in¬ 
signia  has  been  fixed  by  statute,  and  the  de¬ 
signs  now  used  to  represent  them  have  de¬ 
pended  very  much  on  the  fancy  of  individ- 
nals. 

T«aai>«rat«Te  of  tfoe  Sob. 

A  flame  burning  in  condensed  air  grad¬ 
ually  increases  in  brilliancy  with  the  com¬ 
pression,  till  at  last  it  becomes  as  brilliant 
as  the  flame  of  phosphorus  in  oxygen.  But, 
if  the  pressure  be  still  farther  increased, 
the  process  of  combustion  is  retarded,  and 
the  flame  becomes  smoky.  From  this  it 
would  appear  that  the  temperature  of  com¬ 
bustion  increases  with  the  pressure  up  to 
the  point  of  dissociation  of  the  hydro-car¬ 
bon  gases  of  the  candle.  Hence  the  conclu¬ 
sion  that  it  is  an  error,  to  estimate  the  tem¬ 
perature  of  the  sun  at  several  miUions  of  de¬ 
grees.  Sainte-Ciaire  Deville  holds  iliat  2000 
degrees  C.  is  the  highest  possible  tempera¬ 
ture.” 

ReladMr  Hom. 

The  Scandinavian  mountains  are  covered 
with  what  is  known  as  tbe  “  reindeer  moss  ” 
— a  favorite  food  of  the  reindeer.  Becent 
experiments  by  a  Swedish  professor  of  chem¬ 
istry  show  that  this  snbstanoe  is  also  valu¬ 
able  to  man,  and  likely  to  prove  a  source  of 
wealth.  Eighteen  hundred  poonds  of  thia 
moss,  nnder  promr  treatment,  produced

■y^iffij  from  Ararat.  It  says  :  “  As  the  gov¬ 
ernment  is  no  longer  able  to  borrow  money, 
and  the  Herzegovina  revolt  has  greatly  in¬ 
creased  its  expenses,  the  tax-gatherers  have 
turned  upon  the  poor  people  more  merci¬ 
lessly  than  before.  After  collecting  all  that 
is  possible,  the  Pasha,  leaving  all  debts  to 
citizens  unpaid,  forwards  all  sums  to  the 
Capital.  As  the  result,  this  region  is  drain¬ 
ed  of  coin,  business  is  stagnated,  and  thou¬ 
sands  are  without  money  or  work,  in  debt 
for  the  taxes  that  have  been  wrung  from 
them,” 

Aftrtcaa  Exploration. 

Lieutenant  Cameron,  who  last  year  per¬ 
formed  the  great  feat  of  crossing  Africa  from 
Zanzibar  to  the  western  coast,  is  very  confi¬ 
dent  that  tbe  river  which  drains  Lake  Tan¬ 
ganyika  is  DO  other  than  the  Congo,  though 
he  has  not  been  able  to  trace  it  quite  through¬ 
out  its  course,  but  his  most  remarkable 
statement  is  this — that  the  Congo  and  the 
Zambesi  can  be  joined  by  a  camu  not  more 
than  thirty  miles  in  length,  so  that  in  that 
way — barring  rapids — water  commanication 
can  be  established  between  the  east  and 
west  coasts  of  that  wide  continent.  He 
speaks,  too,  of  the  riches  of  the  interior  as 
“  unspeakably  great,”  and  of  the  highlands 
of  the  water-courses  of  Ben^ela  on  this  side 
of  Tan^nyika,  as  a  probable  great  centre 
of  African  civilization.  Clearly  the  time 
may  come  when  the  Nile,  the  Congo,  and 
the  Zambesi  will  all  be  united  by  the  arti¬ 
ficial  connection  of  their  head-waters. 

Tlie  Oastavns  Adolphias  Union. 

The  latest  meeting  of  tbe  Gustavns  Adol- 
phns  Union,  a  distinctively  Protestant  body, 
which  was  held  in  Potsdam,  Prussia,  Aug. 
24th  to  26th,  is  now  reported  officially  and 
in  full.  The  meeting  was  the  oceasioi^  of 
calling  ont  a  great  deal  of  the  old  Protest¬ 
ant  enthosiasm  in  connection  with  the  Ger¬ 
man  emperor  and  the  empire,  that  are  so 
identified  with  that  famous  garrison  town, 
and  with  the  Garrison  church,  in  which  the 
opening  services  were  held.  Letters  were 
read  from  varions  missionaries  of  the  So¬ 
ciety,  and  the  annual  report  showed  that 
1184  churches  had  received  231,343  thalers. 
In  the  year  preceding  112  new  churches  had 
been  received  into  the  protection  of  the  So¬ 
ciety,  and  21  bad  gone  out  as  self-support¬ 
ing  ;  23  churches  and  18  schools  had  been 
fini^ed,  and  26  churches  and  18  schools  had 
been  begun,  and  22  churches  and  10  schools 
were  ref^y  to  begin  ;  18  parsonages  bad  been 
built  Moreover,  37  branch  associations,  33 
women’s  associations  and  one  children’s  as¬ 
sociation  had  been  formed,  so  that  there  were

He  alone 
can  place  a  crown  of  glory  on  the  head  of  a 
Mary  Magdalene.  He  alone  can  touch  the 
heart  of  a  Saul  of  Tarsus,  raging  with  the 
fever  of  passion  against  the  followers  of  the 
meek  and  lowly  Jesus,  and  bring  him  a  will¬ 
ing  captive  to  his  feet.

We  could  wish  that  in  your 
journey  “around  the  world,”  Africa  were 
included,  that  she,  too,  might  have  the  ben¬ 
efit  of  a  name  and  a  place  among  the  na¬ 
tions  in  your  valuable  paper.

Whereas,  The  Faculty  of  Dartmouth  College 
are  desirous  of  cobperatlng  with  the  various 
Fitting  Schools  in  their  efforts  to  secure  in 
their  pupils  a  full  and  thorough  preparation 
for  college ;  and  whereas  the  element  of  time 
is,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Faculty,  very  im¬ 
portant  ita  this  relation,  inasmuch  as  an  ab¬ 
breviation  of  the  preparatory  course  by  a  cram¬ 
ming  process,  with  whatever  Immediate  re¬ 
sults,  is  likely  to  be  permanently  injurious; 
ther^ore 

Voted,  That  we  prefer  not  to  admit  to  our 
entrance  examination,  in  any  case,  students 
from  such  schools  who  have  not  regularly 
graduated,  having  accomplished  the  entire 
curriculum  of  the  senior  year ;  and  that  none 
such  will  be  received,  however  satisfactory 
their  testimonials,  unless  they  pass  the  exam¬ 
ination  without  any  conditions. 

II.  As  to  admission  of  certificate : 

Voted  (1),  That  students  from  such  Fitting 
Schools  as  have  a  regular  and  thorough  course 
of  preparation  for  collie  of  at  least  three 
years,  will  be  admitted  by  us  hereafter,  with¬ 
out  examination  here,  on  the  certificate  of

WOMAN’S  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY  OF  THE 
PRESBYTERY  OF  ERIE. 

The  second  annual  meeting  of  the  Woman’s 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Preebytery 
of  Erie  was  held  at  Jamestown,  Pa.,  April  26th, 
at  which  eighteen  societies  made  encouraging 
reports.  It  was  decided  to  meet  again  during 
the  Sefktember  meeting  of  Presbytery  at  Spring- 
field,  and  invite  one  or  more  missionaries  to 
address  the  society. 

The  increase  in  contributions  of  this  society 
last  year  over  the  year  1872,  was  $26,000.  An 
essay  was  read  in  the  coarse  of  the  sessions 
on  “  Mother’s  Influence,”  by  Mrs.  R.  L.  Irwin ;

THE  AMERICAN  TEMPERANCE  CNION. 

The  eleventh  anniversary  of  the  National 
Temperance  Society  was  held  at  Steinway 
Hall  on  Monday  evening.  Rev.  D.  C.  Babcock 
of  Philadelphia  presiding,  in  the  unavoidable 
absence  of  the  President,  Hon.  William  £. 
Dodge.  After  prayer  hod  been  offered  Mr. 
Steams  read  an  abeiract  of  the  annual  report, 
showing  that  the  receipts  for  the  year  had  been 
$65,693.06;  the  expenditures,  $65,641.12;  the 
total  number  of  pages  of  printed  matter  is¬ 
sued  by  the  society,  23,368,144 ;  the  total  num¬ 
ber  of  publications  Issued  450,  including  two 
monthly  papers.  The  report  stat^  that  the 
‘liquor  dealers’  organizations  now  embrace 
the  whole  country  with  the  avowed  purpose  of 
maintaining  at  all  hazards  an  alleged  vested 
right  in  the  liquor  traffl,c.  To  this  end  the 
question  is  by  them  forced  into  politics.  To 
thoughtful  observers  it  is  obvious  that  an  ir¬ 
repressible  conflict  is  impending  in  which  a 
truce  is  Improbable.  The  economic  aspect, 
through  the  gigantic  frauds  of  whiskey  distil¬ 
lers  and  dealers  and  oormpted  public  officials 
against  the  public  revenue,  has  had  an  un¬ 
wonted  consideration.  A  distinguished  Sen¬ 
ator  has  declared  in  the  Senate  of  the  United 
States  his  readiness  to  devise  other  means  of 
public  revenue,  and  arraigned  the  liquor  traffic 
as  the  ‘  gigantic  crime  of  crimes.’  The  whole 
question  of  the  national  responsibility  for  and 
duty  toward  the  criminal  traffic  has  attain¬ 
ed  a  greater  prominence,  and  had  a  more 
thoughtful  consideration  in  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States  than  in  any  previous  year.” 
Mr.  William  E.  Dodge  was  elected  President 
for  the  ensuing  year,  and  ninety-two  Vice- 
Presidents  were  elected.  J.  N.  Steams  was 
elected  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  T.  T 
Sheffield  treasurer.  The  society  has  a  space 
assigned  to  it  in  the  Centennial  Exhibition  for 
the  display  of  its  publications.

Here 
the  President,  of  the  United  States,  having 
passed  through  Memorial  Hall  from  the  north¬ 
ern  entrance,  will  make  his  appearance,  es¬ 
corted  by  Presidents  Hawley  of  the  Commis¬ 
sion  and  Welsh  of  the  Board  of  Finance,  upon 
the  conclusion  of  the  performance  of  the  na 
tional  airs  of  all  nations  by  the  grand  orches¬ 
tra,  which  is  to*  be  the  first  feature  of  the  pro¬ 
gramme.  Just  as  the  three  distinguished  per¬ 
sonages  present  themselves  on  this  spot,  the 
strains  of  Wagner’s  '  Centennial  Grand  March  ’ 
will  burst  from  the  orchestra,  and  the  cere¬ 
monies  will  have  begun  in  earnest. 

Seats  have  been  assigned  on  the  platform, 
which  is  300  feet  long  and  30  wide,  for  the

The  quarrel  centres  around  what  is  known  as 
Article  XI.  It  reads  thus :  “  That  the  Roman 
Catholic  is  the  religion  of,  and  shall  be  exclu¬ 
sively  maintained  by,  the  Stale ;  that  within 
the  limits  of  Christian  morality,  freedom  of 
religious  cultus  shall  be  lawful ;  but  no  public 
manifestations  other  than  those  of  the  Church.’’ 
This  is  sufficiently  stringent  even  under  the 
mildest  interpretation.  But  some  hold  that 
the  having  the  door  of  the  chapel  or  room 
where  worship  is  celebrated,  opened,  or  the 
erection  of  a  Protestant  chapel,  would  be  re¬ 
garded  as  a  public  manifestation,  and  as  such 
forbidden  by  the  article.  This  view  is  held 
by  prominent  lawyers.  The  Moderado  party 
hold  that  this  article  implies  the  defence  of 
the  Roman  Catholic  religion,  the  pimishment 
of  those  who  disturb  or  assail  it,  and  the  cur¬ 
tailing  of  the  liberty  of  the  press.

Money  on  call  has  moved  between  3}  to  4 
per  cent,  during  the  week.  The  banks  and 
trust  companies  are  loaning  at  4  to  5.  Com¬ 
mercial  paper  is  in  good  demand,  but  rates 
are  unchanged.  The  following  notice  was 
posted  at  the  New  York  Sub-Treasury  on  Sat¬ 
urday  :  “  Silver  coins,  halfs,  quarters,  and 
dimes  (the  amount  qptional  with  this  office), 
will  be  paid  in  even  sums  until  further  orders 
to  holders  of  checks  or  drafts  on  this  office.” 
The  Sub-Treasury  usually  pays  about  $300,000 
dally  on  currency  checks,  which  come  from 
all  quarters,  and  generally  through  the  banks. 
This  order,  which  went  in  force  at  all  the  Sub- 
Treasuries  on  Monday,  will  enable  the  banks 
to  obtain  a  supply  of  silver  coin  without  re¬ 
sorting  to  the  process  of  first  procuring  frac¬ 
tional  currency  for  exchange.  The  monthly 
payments  to  all  employes  of  the  Government 
may  also  be  made  wholly  or  in  part  in  silver 
coin.  The  effect  at  the  specie  brokers’  offices 
of  this  order,  was  magical.  The  cords  “  Frac¬ 
tional  currency  and  silver  bought  and  sold,” 
were  Immediately  taken  down,  and  the  brokers 
refused  to  pay  any  premium  for  either;  while 
those  who  had  orders  for  fractional  notes  read¬ 
ily  exchanged  them  for  silver  coin.  Now  there 
is  no  longer  any  object  in  boarding  silver :  for 
no  pvemium  will  bo  given  for  it.  The  distri¬ 
bution  at  the  Bub-Treasurer’s  will  be  regulated 
by  the  demand,  and  it  is  expected  that  the 
substitution  of  coin  for  fractional  notes  in  the 
circulation,  will  become  general  very  soon. 

The  statement  of  the  city  banks  shows  a 
loss  of  $1,964,275  in  surplus  reserve.  The  spe¬ 
cie  average  has  declined  $2,797,800,  in  oonse- 
quehce  of  the  payments  on  account  of  the 
bonds  sold  by  the  Government  last  week,  and 
the  gold  disbursed  for  interest  by  the  Treas¬ 
ury  has  for  the  most  part  been  shipped.
